VILLI8TAS REPORTED DEFEATED— 
DECISIVE BATTLE NOW EXPECTED 


Bandits Put to Rout by Carranza Force After At 
tack o*i Parral Garrison, is the Reports.

Chihuahua, Mex., July 11.—The main body ol 
the Vi 11 я force retreating from Jirainez attacked 
Parral, fifty miles to the southwest, but was defeat 
<ed by the Carranza Garrisop after a savage battle 
according to an official report received from Gener* 
al Jacinto Trevino. 
1 In* report sent by General Krnesto Garcia, com­ 
mander at. 1 arrat, says the bandits, suffering heavv 
losses, retreated to Sombreretillo. a few miles south­ 
east of Parral. 
It adds that if they make a stand 
there, the deciding battle ot the 
Villa campaign 
should be fought late today or tomorrow, as the 
Carranza cavalry, under Generals Domingo Arrieta 
and Mattias Kamos, is almost within striking dis- 
tance of the place. 
General Garcia gives no details of the lighting, 
which he describes as very savage. He says, howev­ 
er, it was evidently Villa’s intention to drive off 
the Parral garrison so the town eould be looted, and 
perhaps more ammunition obtained. 
The 
Parral 
garrison previously has been estimated at about 
four hundred men.

The 
navy 
bill, as it passed the House, appropriated two hun­ 
dred and seventy million dollars, which is consid­ 
erably more, to the best of our knowledge, than 
any other nation ever appropriated for a navy in 
time of peace—twenty per cent more, for instance, 
than Great Britain appropriated in the fiscal year 
1913-1914. 
Yet this provision for sea defense, w*e 
read, is miserably inadequate. 
Whether the ap­ 
propriation was judiciously directed is immaterial 
for present purposes, because if it, had provided 
more battleships and fewer cruisers it would still 
have painfully disappointed those who have be- 
come infected from Europe with exactly the same 
■truculent, suspicious, invious patriotism that caus­ 
ed tin* great war. 
They want a far bigger navy 
and conscription. 
Most of them, no doubt, arc hon­ 
est in saying they do not want militarism—being 
too excited to perceive tin* obvious fact that a huge 
navy and conscription are militarism. 
You can 
readily sec how it looks. The extreme propaganda 
for preparedness consists in shouting to Uncle Sam 
that he is being insulted and brow-beaten and is 
going to get licked; Germany is about to bombard 
New York; -lapan is ready to land in (’alifomia; 
he will be slapped in the face, have his goods stolen 
and his throat cut. 
It consists, in fine, in inculcat­ 
ing a raw-sore spirit of truculent suspicion of his 
neighbors. Get that thoroughly inculcated and war 
follows as a matter of course. 
Take your peaceable 
man; tell him day by day that his neighbors ar*1 
calculating insults and threats; that they are going 
to thrash him and sack his house. 
When you have 
nettled him to tin* point when he goes out looking 
for insults In* will be quite sure to find one.—Satur­ 
day Evening Post.
